One hundred and thirty-one members and guests were 
present. 

After the Collation, Bishop Levering, in a short address, 
called attention to the fact that our Society would soon celebrate 
the Jubilee Anniversary of its foundation (in 1856) and men- 
tioned other impending centennial and sesqui-centennial anni- 
versaries, the nearest of which will occur on the 24th of No- 
vember next, when one hundred and fifty years will have elapsed 
since the massacre of the missionaries at Gnadenhuetten (now 
Lehighton) on the Mahoning. He then announced that the 
following members of the Society had passed away since the 
last annual meeting: Henry T. Milchsack, Charles Brodhead, 
Mrs. Louisa M. Meyers, Mrs. Clara Sparks Jordan, Harrison 
C. Lueders and Esmond H. Austin. 

Bishop Levering's remarks concerning the approaching one 
hundred and fiftieth anniversary of the Gnadenhuetten massacre 
excited much interest, and, on motion of Rev. E. S. Wolle, the 
Executive Committee was requested to make arrangements for 
suitable commemorative exercises, to be held at the grave of the 
martyrs.
